PRINCIPAL FACTORS IN FARM¬ 
ING. 

Moisture, humus, tillage, added 
fertility—these are the four principal 
factors, and of importance in tho 
order named, In tho successful cul¬ 
ture of the soil. Nothing can bo 
grown without moisture, as all 
plant food must bo in liquid form 
to be absorbed and appreciated by 
the growing plants. But thero must 
not bo too much moisture habitually 
for that would defeat its primary 
object. This can bo obviated only 
by a correct system of drainage. 
But what shall be done when the 
natural rainfall is insufficient to 
furnish the required moisture ? This 
can be done by irrigation success¬ 
fully where nature has furnished tho 
necessary conditions ; but this pre¬ 
vails to a very limited axtent. Wo 
must look to other means to supply 
lacking moisture in the greatest 
part of tho country. 

We all know that when we plough 
to tho depth of say, eight inches, 
and there is a hard-pan or unbroken 
earth beneath, drying weather for a 
few days in succession will dry near¬ 
ly all tho moisture out down as 
deep as ploughed. Crops cannot 
flourish on such land, for necessary 
matter is lacking. Does not com¬ 
mon sense tcacli us that we should 
plough deeper und break up and 
flno that hard-pan ; then when a 
heavy rain occurs water will des¬ 
cend and moisten the entire mass, 
so that any ordinary dry spell can¬ 
not dry it out. But for an extended 
d*y spell more than this is required 
to retain* sufficient moisture for 
growing crops. There is such a 
thing ns capillarity. Moisture will 
dry out of loose earth very rapidly 
In a hot sun, and drying winds. It 
would nearly all dry out of loose 
soil to tho depth of twelve Inches or 
oven twenty inches,

It was 
when Martin Luther had to fifty the 
diet of Worms end had been im¬ 
prisoned for months in the Wurt- 
burg tlint the reformation was start¬ 
ed. When the pilgrim fathers on ac¬ 
count of religious persecution had 
to leave England, then the first 
foundation stone of Christian Ameri¬ 
ca was laid. And in no time of 
church history can you find that a 
great religious leader bus come 
forth without the previous roar of 
the Cali lean tempest, as it yawned 
to destroy the church and engulf 
Christian faith. 

THHOUGH PERSECUTION. 

What tempestuous struggles have 
accomplished for the church as a 
whole they may also accomplish for 
the humble individual workers in 
the church. God fits many of tho 
humbler workers for his vineyard as 
he spiritually prepared Adoniram 
Judson. tiie great missionary. for 
his work. For seven long years Mr. 
and Mrs. Judson seemed to labor in 
ilwrmu in vain ; for seven long years 
lie testified for Christ amid ulinost 
insurmountable difficulties ; for sev¬ 
en long years he and his wife every 
four weeks sat down to tho com¬ 
munion table absolutely alone. They 
had not yet made one convert for 
Christ. At the end of these seven 
long years of seeming defeat the 
Missionary society wrote to him 
that he had better surrender his 
mission as a failure and start in an¬ 
other field. Adonirurn Judson, with 
his gospel spirit aglow with the 
awful struggle from those seven long 
years, answered the Missionary So¬ 
ciety in these memorabl/j words : 
."No ! No ! I cannot and will not 
surrender this mission. Success is 
as certain here us the promise of a 
faithful God can make It." Then 
came the great outpouring of the 
Holy Spirit ; then Kurina suw its 
day of Pentecost. So, my brother, 
In the Christian ministry or in the 
Christian pew, fighting against seem¬ 
ingly overwhelming obstacles, re¬ 
member that God has sent to you 
that tempest for a purpose ; remem¬ 
ber that you are being fitted for 
your work, If you are faithful to 
him. as Adoniram Judson wts being 
fitted for his work ; remember that 
the dark hours of your tempes¬ 
tuous night Christ is watch/ng and

a factor in crop growing that the 
old farmer wus led to say to his 
son ; "Remember, my boy. that 
tillage is manure," for he had ob¬ 
served in his farming operations 
that the more his soil was tilled the 
better the succeeding crops were. 
Tillage fines tho soil, plant food is 
released that is bound up in lumps 
and clods that would otherwise re¬ 
main locked up, and at tho time not 
be available to the growing plants.

! and sowing seventy-five acres of 
! crops. He was told that if he had 

• put all that woi;k on half tho land 
1 he would have raised more grain 

• than he would now on all of it. 
When he came to harvest the crops 

| they 'were meagre indeed. The ques- 
; lion should be, not how many acres 
i one has put in, but how well ho has 
done it. Intensive culture is what 
pays. Added fertility is a mere 
bugatelle when compared with any 
of the three other points. Of course, 
it is valuable in some cases, as on 
poor, rundown land but to farm it 
as our best farmers do, it is cer¬ 
tainly of foiirth-rute'consideration.

SOKE ACTS ABOVT THOSE 
WHO WBOTE TEEK. 

Celebrated “Abide With He” Was 
Work of H. E. Lyle, 
in 1847. 

Everyone, perhaps, lias his or her 
favorite hymn. Yet few know its 
author and under what circumstances 
it was composed. Take the Christ¬ 
mas hymns, for example. “Hark! 
tho Herald Angels Sing," when or¬ 
iginally published by Charles Wesley, 
in 1781), began, “Ilark! How AU the 
Welkin Rings.” “Christians, Awake!" 
was composed by John By rom in 
1745 as a carol for his little daugh¬ 
ter, Dolly, “for her and for no one 
else.*' In tho original the manu¬ 
script is headed “Christmas Day for 
Dolly." It was first published in 
1740 in Harrop's Manchester Mer¬ 
cury, and was sot to music by tho 
organist of the Manchester parish 
church, John Wainwright. “While 
Shepherds Watched," another carol, 
wa# written by Nahum Tato 200 
years ago. The popular “Abide 
With Mo" was written by the Rev. 
H. E. Lyle, in 1837, at Drixham. He 
had become so ill that he was or¬ 
dered to Nice. On tho Sunday even¬ 
ing prior to his leaving ho walked by 
the seashore ulone for half an hour 
after service, fully convinced that he 
had spoken to his congregation for 
the last time. When the sun had set 
ho went back to his study, and an 
hour later the hymn was finished. 
Dr. Monk composed its beautiful set¬ 
ting in nn inspired ten minutes. 
Canon Ellerton’s popular “Saviour, 
Again to Thy Dear Name," was com¬ 
posed so recently as 1885, but has 
since then been translated into near¬ 
ly every langungo and dialect. The 
story of how Newman wrote 

“LEAD, KINDLY LIGHT," 

in an orange boat, while becalmed In 
the Straits of Bonifacio, is well 
known. “Rock of Ages" — probab¬ 
ly the most popular hymn in the 
English language — was written by 
Toplady when caught in a thunder 
storm near Blagdon in tho Mcndips. 
As the London went down in tho 
Bay of Biscay in 1800, tho doomed 
passengers sang this hymn. It was 
onco translated into Hindustani by 
an enthusiastic native convert, and 
his rendering, literally translated, 
read thus; 

Very old stone, split for my benefit, 
Let me absent myself utidor one of 

your fragments. 

Many stories are told of the 
hymns of Isaac Watts. It is said 
that ho wrdto “Not All the Blood of 
Beasts" after a visit to Smithficld 
market, while of “Pure Delight" was 
suggested by the view of Southamp¬ 
ton Water as seen from the Isle of 
Wight. lie is believed to have writ¬ 
ten 500 hymns; many are mediocre; 
a few will last an long as tho Eng¬ 
lish language. “Jesus. Lover of My 
Soul” was suggested to Charles Wes¬ 
ley by a seabird Hying to him for 
protection during a storm. It was 
one of the earliest that he wrote. A 
good story is told of Keble and Dr. 
Neurle, both writers of hymns; 

Dr. Neurle was invited by Mr. 
Kettle and the Bishop of Salisbury 
to assist them with their new hym¬ 
nal. and for this purpose lie paid a 
visit to Kinsley Parsonage. On ono 
occasion Mr. Keble, having to go 
to another room to find some papers, 
was detained a short time. On his 
return Dr. Neurle said, “Why. Keble, 
i thought you told me that tho 
‘Christian Year’ was entirely orig¬ 
inal!" “Yes.” he answered, “it cer¬ 
tainly is." “Then how comes this?" 
and Dr. Neurle placed before him the 
Latin of one of Keble's hymns. Keble 
professed himself utterly confounded.

A FEW PRACTICAL HINTS FOR 
HOUSEHOLDERS. 

First Shut Off the Drafts — Don’t 
Try to Fight a Fire 
Yourself. 

"Fires arc so different, and start 
in such different places, that it would 
bo difficult for me to lay down any 
set rules for action in endeavoring 
to extinguish a blaze before the fire¬ 
men arrive," replied Fire Chief 
Thompson, of Toronto*, to an en¬ 
quiry regarding what action a 
householder should take at the in¬ 
itial stage of a blaze while the fire¬ 
men are galloping to the scene, 
j "In trivial fires, such as curtains, 
lamp shades, and ornaments, the la- 
| dies can often themselves control the 
'fire. The curtains may be torn 
;down, but you havo to be very quick, 
ns the fire ascends so rapidly, and 
also you must be very careful so as 
hot to become badly burned yourself 
in handling thorn. In case of cur¬ 
tain fires, if there should bo any 
I loose paper ot the top of the cell- 
dug tho blaze will shoot rapidly at 
right angles from the flam© to the

For 
smalt fires in privute dwellings, wa¬ 
ter is good, but still better are 
damp blankets; dip tho blankets or 
old carpets in the water in the bath¬ 
room and then smother out the fire. 

A PEREMPTORY CALL. 

"There is one case of fire when it 
i is peremptory that the department 
'should be called at once. The arna- 
| tcur can not locate a fire that has 
; sturted back of the plaster. It ul- 
I ways travels up, and it takes the ex¬ 
perience of a fireman to locate it. A 
'case occurs to my mind where wc 
1 went to a house in which a fire had 
started in the walls. We tapped the 
wall about where we thought the 
lire was, but we found no fire nor as 
yet any trace of fire. With the 
characteristics of such a fire in mind 
i wc wont up two storeys in the build¬ 
ing, and found that the fire had as- 
i cemlod and was blazing in the attic, 
i With such a fire a householder can¬ 
not easily escape. 

CLOSE ALL DRAFTS, 
j "The one thing to be borne in 
1 mind by the householder is that all 
drafts must be shut off. All doors 
and windows in the apartment where 
the fire starts must bo immediately 
closed. This important fact was for¬ 
gotten by a grocer who, when a fire 
started in tho basement of his place 
of business, threw the door open in 
his haste and rushed out to sound 
the alarm.

A very few mo¬ 
ments’ ,timc means lifo or death. 
Very often ladies who have been un¬ 
fortunate enough to have their cloth¬ 
ing catch fire run in delirious fright, 
thus fanning the flames. The only 
way is to roll them on the floor, re¬ 
gardless of bodily harm or wrap a 
blanket or piece of old carpet about 
them until the fire is smothered. 

“In the case of a fire among such 
inflammable materials ns oils and 
varnishes water is not much good. 
It serves but to spread the surface 
of Ignition. The only safe nnd re¬ 
liable substance to quickly and thor¬ 
oughly put out fire in such cases is- 
to throw sand upon the flames."

DR. 8 HEARD OF TORONTO 
SAYS IT IS A PREVENTIVE. 

How tho Champion# of Humanity 
Make Warfare on the 
Oerme. % 

Now that mAical science has 
reached the point when every ail- 
ment^that afflicts mankind is blamed 
on a poor little germ, the discovory; 
of a harmlesB method of killing the 
obnoxious squirmers is hailed by all 
classes. It excites tho professors of 
medicino beyond measure, and sets 
the health departments experiment¬ 
ing. The latest discovery is one 
that is said to knock tho typhoid 
germ completely out of business. Tho 
disease gets into the system usually 
in what people drink,'* and tho dis¬ 
covery that the addition of a littlo 
lime Juice to an infected liquid sim¬ 
ply drives the nails into the vigorous 
littlo fellows' coffins and set many 
people drinking tho tart Juice in their 
beverages. 

The old method of boiling every 
drop of water used by a household 
is inconvenient, and requires a good 
deal of labor. Tho new plan of 
staving off the grim reaper is con¬ 
venient, and may always bo ready. 
Tho chief difficulty, however, seems 
to discover Just how much Juice is 
necessary to do tho work. 

DR. SHEARD S WORK. 

"There is something in it," waN a 
statement made by Dr. Sheard, To¬ 
ronto’s Health Officer, who is sup¬ 
posed to bo on speaking terms with 
almost every germ discovered. "It 
has boon known for years," he con- 
tihued, "that acids work havoc 
among tlie ranks of the bacilli, but I 
do not think the investigation into 
the critic acid cure for typhoid has 
been carried sufficiently far to estab- 
I iish the idea as a permanent suc¬ 
cess. It is in tmo right direction,

j "Why don't you make experiments, 
and find out conclusively?" was ask¬ 
ed.

|that the typhoid germ hus been iso¬ 
lated, and its transformation ami 
changes fully studied. 

"The idea is safe enough to ex¬ 
periment with, for a person could 
take 30 per cent, of good juice In 
water without hurting them. It is 
safe, because if it is too tart a per- 
! son will not drink it. It is claimed 
two to fiv(? per cent, will do the 
work, but I doubt that. I even 
doubt if 15 per cent, added to water 
would be sure death to the bacteria. 
If the discovery is successful, it is a 
valuable one,, and should be put into 
practice. , 

BOILING A SURE CURE. 

y 

"There is c sure way of killing all 
germs, one we never tire of advocat¬ 
ing. and that is boiling them. Water 
heated to 140 degrees has never been 
j known to fuil on the typhoid germ 
or any other vuriety." 

Milk offers a fertile field for the 
growth of the bacilji, as do also ox - 
1 sters. Another hotbed for their 
growth is the sewage deposits. The 
germ continues to live in tlie sewage 
■ because in this medium it does not 
poison itself ns it does in the human 
j system, and because.it can find food 
Ion which to live and propagate its 
j kind. Tn the human 'body it develops 
j so rapidly it generates enough poison 
| to produce an antitoxic effect, actu¬ 
ally killing itself off. This is why 
typhoid is a self-remedying ailment, 
while tuberculosis, for instunce, is a 
progressive disease. The typhoid 
germs kill themselves if the system 
can stand the racket.

Tho Skeena River, In Northers DrU 
tirti Columbia, Whoso course will 
likely be followod by the Grand 
Trunk Pacific Railway, was tho baas 
of an expedition made during Ui# 
past summer by Profcaw^ A. P« 
Coleman of tho Toronto Seir 1 o! 
Science staff. The Skeena empties 
into the Pacific at Port Lathing ion, 
a point 500 miles north of Vaneou- 
vor, und several miles south of Fort 
Simpson, which has been named as 
the probable terminus, of tho m>W 
transcontinental line. The riven 
flows from Jts source to the oce«Mk 
in a southwesterly direction, and its 
size may be estimated from the fact 
that it is navigable tor a stcriy 
wheeler for 160 miles of Us course— 
as far up a* Hs&elton. 

"Mining, lumbering, and raachinf 
will be the industries of that coun¬ 
try," said Prof. Coleman in speaking 
of tho trip. "Gold mining is ul- 
ready established, ami will probably 
develop, as will also other mining 
operations. The country is all hcae 
vily wooded with good timber. And* 
although the district is mountain¬ 
ous, there arc large valleys, some of 
them 15 or 20 miles in width, whidi 
promise well for the rancher " 

Dr. Coleman made the trip from 
Vancouver to ITuaelton via Port L#- 
stngton by steamers, and there, with 
Tilljoe, a Siwash Indian, he took to 
a canoe, ami for three weeks mad# 
expeditions Into the back lands, 
looking J or fossils and gcol<*fical 
phenomena, and incidentally pro¬ 
specting for a large coal mining com¬ 
pany. Hazel ton is quite a little die* 
tributing center for the gold mine% 
which lie to the nortliaasi, in ths 
Cnssinr district, and directly east 
along the Omineca River. 

THE INDIAN’S KINGDOM 

Outside Hazel ton, the country is 
as yet as desolate for a white nma 
as can be imagined. There are lota 
of Indiuns. Little villages of them, 
each containing 50 or 100 people, 
straggle along the Skeena. There 
are the gold miners, semi-savage af¬ 
ter long exiles from civilisation. 
There is an occasional inissh nary, 
ami after that the population con¬ 
sists of two white men in a shanty 
every thirty mile* along the Yukon 
telegraph trail, which rufla through 
tho district in a northwesterly di¬ 
rection from AsJiCiibft, B. C., to 
Dawson.

“Is the city doing anything to¬ 
wards conquering the disease through 
bacteriology?” was asked. 

"Ever since 1893 Trof. Shuttle-' 
worth has made weekly tests of the I 
city’s water supply, both for ty- j 
pl.oid and dyphthcria, and keeps a 
record of his findings,” answered Dr. 
Shcard. “Our water is absolutely 
free from such contagion. Resides 
the city water, wo are continually 
examining water from outside wells, 
milk, and ice, and water that Is be¬ 
ing used for the washing of dairy 
utensils. These latte/ are the most 
j fruitful source of the typhoid trou- 
j ble. Rlood, too, is often sent us to 
j test to see if the patient from whom 
it is taken has the disease. 

KEEP TYPHOID IN TURKS. 

• “For these tests a supply of the 
pure typhoid germ is always kept in 
stock. They live in test tubes filled 
with beef tea or blood serum, which 
are mediums favorable to the growth 
of the germ. The little tubes con¬ 
tain millions of typhoid germs each, 
enough to kill an army, but they 
arc more carefully guarded than 
crown jewels. A little scratch with 
a needle wet in the liquid of these 
tubes would menu a severe illness, 
at. the very least. 

I “When a physician suspects his pa¬ 
tient has typhoid he obtains a little 
|of his blood, and sends it to be test¬ 
ed. This blood under the microscope 
is seen to contain millions of over- 
I moving wrigglers. If after some of 
the blood known to have been in- 
I fee ted is placed with it the wrigglers 
stop wriggling, it is at once known 
they were af typhoid variety. The 
poison produced by the caged germs 
lias killed them all. 

1 “The trouble with this test is,” 
suid Dr. Shcard, “the patient, has to 
be sick a week before the blood of 
the test cun be taken from him, and 
then it is only u pHrtiul test.” 

TESTING MILK AND WATER. 

Tn testing water ami milk, glass 
tubes about the thickness of a lead 
pencil and nearly us long are closed 
at one end and bent in the shape of 
a letter I., with the short leg bent 
so a# to form an acute angle with 
the main stem. These tubes ore fill¬ 
ed with a preparation favorable to 
the growth of typhoid and other 
germs. A series of tubes is taken, 
and in the first one drop of the wa¬ 
ter to be examined is placed. In the 
next there are two drops, in the 
next four, in the next eight, perhaps, 
and so on gradually increasing the 
amount of water. until in the last 
tube there are 500 drops. The tubes 
are placed in an upright *position, 
with the long part uppermost, but 
the fluid does not flow out because of 
the atmospheric pressuro on the open 
end of the tube. The prepared tubes 
are then placed in an incubator for 
from twenty-four to thirty-six hours, 
to giv’e the germs a chance to grow. 
If the deadly germs are in the fluid, 
a gas will form at the top of the 
tubes, forcing down the fluid into the 
L. 

“Once the germ is discovered, ac¬ 
tive measures aro token by the 
Board of Health to have the well 
filled up or the dairy made sanitary. 
The closest inspection is used to see 
that the contaminating wurc« is re- 
mo ved.

EASTERN ONTARIO DAIRYMEN’S 
ASSOCIATION. 

The Direcrors of the Eastern Ontario 


Eastern Dairymen’s Association asked 1 
the Minister to provide a General I 
Superintendent nr Chief Instructor to 
overstep the work of the District or 
Syndicate Instructors that would be 
appointed by the Association. The 
Minister has agreed to this, and ha-« 
appointed Mr, G. G. Publow to this 
position. Mr. Publow has been for 
many years one of our best Association 
Instructors ; he is Cheese Inspector at 
i he Eas'eVn Dairy School, and is well 
known to all Eastern Ontario cheese 
makers. With this decided upon, the 
Directors, at their meeting in Ottawa, 
January 8th, decided upon the follow¬ 
ing lii e of work, and we ask yout 
careful and immediate codsideration of 
the following points: 

First. —Every instructor appointed 
is to have charge of only twenty-five 
to thirty factories. Thus limiting the 
number he will bo able to visit every 
factory about once every two weeks 
during the t mire ?-eason. The instruc¬ 
tors will, as far as possible, act as 
Milk Instiuctors. 

Second—N o factory will receive 
instruction of any kind unless it con¬ 
tributes $15.00 to the Association. 
There is to bo no free visiting or 
inspection this year. If you come into 
the Syndicate you must put up $15.00. 

Third. —The Instructors are to be 
engaged by a Committee of the Associ¬ 
ation. Every man so appointed is to 
bn approved by Gonoral Inspector 
Publow. The Committee will meet at 
the department, Toronto, in a short 
time to make the appointments, aud in 
selecting will, as far as possible, meet 
the wishes of the various sections. 
You may depend upon it that only good, 
reliable men will bn engaged. 

Fourth. — The Association has 
arranged with Superintendent Hart, 
of tim Kingston Dairy School, for a 
short special comse f>»r the instructors 
under Mr. Publow before beginning 
the season’s work. No Instructor will 
bo appointed unless he agrees to take 
this course. This will tend to provide 
uniformity of instruction. 

If you with to come into this wur4c, 
to bo one of a syndicate, it will be 
uece-sary to write to tlie Secretary 
not later than tho 15 h day of Febru¬ 
ary. We may not be able to'cover the 
whole of Eastern Ontario, but we pro¬ 
pose todo thoroughly and satisfactorily 
whatever wo undertake. It will pay 
you to come in, hut to got in and have 
a share in this you should decide and 
write at once.

COUNTY OR DISTRICT AUCTION 
SALES. 


In many districts of Great Britain 
auction halos of live stock have been 
held annually for years. Large num¬ 
bers of pure-bred animals for breeding 
purposes have been marketed in this 
way, beside a great many “stop*" 
cattle and • other animals. Ia several 
provinces of the Dominion, Provincial 
sales of th-is kind have been established 
with satisfactory results, and have 
created a feeling in favor of county or 
district sales. There aie hundreds of-J 
farmers throughout Canada who raise j 
yeaily from one to four good breeding ■ 
males, and perhaps a few female-, j 
Many of these men understand thej 
principles of stock breeding, and have j 
fiom tune to time bred noted slow 
yard specimens. Yet the progress and 
profits of these has been greatly 
hampered because of their inability to 
sell their surplus stock promptly. In 
some years they have been able to sell ; 
in other years they have had to keop 
a number of animals longer than their 
means or feed warranted. On the 
other hand many farmers decide to 
obtain suitable breeding males, but do 
not known wh*ro to buy what they 
require at a teasonablo price. The 
cost of travelling from place to place 
in seatch of suitable animals deters 
them from purchasing at all. 

With tho idea of bi iugiug buyers 
and sellers into touch W'th each other, 
a number of breeders of pure bred 
cattle in Durham. Northumbei land 
and adjacent counties la<t yeur formed 
the "Central Ontario Pure Bted Stock 
Association,” and started a serins of 
annual auction sales. Their initial 
sale was fairly sa* isfactory and they 
are now arranging for their second 
sale, which is to take place at Camp- 
bellcroft, on the 18th. of March next, 
with J. W. Martyu of Canton, as 
President, ami W. B. Campbell, of 
Carapbelicroft, as Secretary of the 
Association. 

There are many other counties and 
districts that would find it beneficial 
to inaugurate .-ales of this kind, and 
as a guide to breeders interested in the 
subject, the rules governing the Ceu- 
tral Ontario sale are given btdow : — 

1. A committee of three will * he 
appointed to inspect entries, value 
>ume, confer with contributors, and 
reserve the right to either withdraw 
from sale or accept the bid offered. 

2. All animals mu>t be registered 
in their respective herd books. 

3. Each animal to be in good con¬ 
dition and well halter broken. 

4. All entries must be made with 
the secretary on or before Wednesday, 
February, 18th, 1903. 

5. An entrance foe of #2.00 :o 
accompany each entry, same to be re¬ 
turned if animal is sold. 

6. A charge of 3 per cent, on tho 
sale price will be made to cover ex- 

j pences of sale. 

i 7. All entries to be in place not 
later than 11 a.m. on the day of sale, 
to be numbered for sale, and for in¬ 
spection of intending purchasers 

8. Each animal when sold becomes 
the proptrty of the purchaser. 

9. Terms of sale, cash. 

10. All settlements to be made with 
tho clerk on the day of sale.

There are over eight million of fowl 
of the domestic lien variety in Ontario, 
and the number is steadily growing, 
owing to the increased demand for 
poultry at home and abroad. Among 
t he diseases to which these fowl are 
liable is ioup, which is also known as 
canker, distemper aud fowl diphtheria, 
A valuable treatise on the character, 
prevention and cure of roup, by Prof. 
F. C. Harrison, Bacteriologist of the 
Ontario Agricultural College, Guelph, 
has been published in the form of a 
bulletin by the Ontatio Department of 
Agriculture, ai d may be bad frpo by 
all who will write to the Department 
at Toionto for a copy. The bulletin is 
freely illustrated, and gives evidence 
of Professor Harrison’s wide reading 
' of authorities, while giving the re- 
■ suits of his own carefully conducted 
experiments with, affected birds. 
While admitting that there is a close 
resemblance between human diphtheria 
and roup in fowl the author believes 
that tire two di-ea^es aie not identical, 
and that contagion as between bird 
and man is hardly likely to take place.

HOW TO MAKE TEA. 

Compared to the unfermrnted 
green tea, the partially fermented 
black tea, while quite us rich as 
theine, the characteristic alkaloid 
constituent of the prepared leaf, and 
us charged with uromatic oils, con¬ 
tains, as u rule, somewhat less tan¬ 
nin. But according to the experts, 
the brew from either sort, after 
fresh boiling water hus been poured 
! over the leaves, should not be allow- 
j ed to stand on the leaves more than 
two or three minutes. The time is 
enough to extract the theine and 
oils ; further steeping simply brings 
out more of the objectionable tannin, 
and makes the tea bitter and un- 
j wholesome. Once made, the in¬ 
fusion should bo separated from the 
leaves by pouring into a fresh pot. 
Then the stimulating, quickening, 
uplifting effect of the theine upon 
the nervous energies and mental fa¬ 
culties, the gustatory ami olfactory 
enjoyment of tho flavor und bouquet, 
of a properly made brew can lie had 
ut their best.

DISII WASHING. 

A greut d'.’ul of preefous time is 
consumed in washing dishes when 
three meals must in- prepared ffvery 
day, and the housewife who is on the 
j alert for every new ideu that will 
lessen her work, will do well to look 
after tho dish washing to see if her 
1 methods cannot be improved. Tho 
following method will save both 
time and labor. Uet u dish-rag or 
mop with u handle. They may be 
made of white carjH't chain. or 
I bought at the five cent counter of u 
rucket store, or any other store that 
handles such articles. Scra|»e the 
'scraps from ihe plules und pile 
J them up nicely. Hn\e your dish 
water very hot. pour it in the dish 
i pan, und put in enough i’enrline to 
make n good suds. I se your dish- 
mop until the wuter cools. When all 
the dishes urn .j^ftshed, put every¬ 
thing but the glassware in the drain¬ 
ing pun. pour dear hot water over 
i them, and when they un* cool^ they 
w-ill be dry und shining. Now you 
can wash bottles, frying pAns nnd 
| milk vessels and your w-0rk is done 
| much sooner^ than when they are

ACTES A AD COMMENTS . 

The total number of inhabitant* in 
the Commonwealth of Australia was 
on March 81, 1901, onljr 8,782,948; 
equal to an average of 1.27 to the 
•quare mile. Adding, the popula¬ 
tion of the whole Australasian group 
enme to 4,955,662, in which the ex¬ 
cess of males over females was 228,- 
026. Owing to the limited rainfall 
in Australia a large proportion of 
- its east area is uninhabitable, and 
the p re valence of the squatter sys- 
by which a few large sheep far- 
^liiers have appropriated great tracts 
of pasture lands causes tho bulk of 
tlie population to congregate along 
tho coast line and in the cities. The 
principal cities contain over 80 per 
cent. of tho total population. In 
New Zealand the land policy of the 
Seddo/i Government has helped to 
disperse tho population over tho soil, 
which is bettor cultivated than that 
of Australia, whore the land is chief¬ 
ly devoted to grazing. 

Ono of the most noticeable features 
of the population statistics of Aus¬ 
tralia is the steadily declining birth 
rate. Tho average increase of pop¬ 
ulation by births during the period 
from 1801-65 whs 25.17 per 1,000. 
^^t fell by regular decrease to 15.11 
^^cr 1,000 in the period from 1890 to 
1900. Tho white natives and set¬ 
tlers in the Australian colonies, too, 
•arc beginning to emigrate to tho Ar¬ 
gentine Republic or South Africa. 
For tho year ending June 30, 1902, 

the total value of tho imports wus 
$390,645,000, and of tho oxports 
$248,480,000. The public debt 
charges on the same date were $41,- 
4 16,965 .or close on $1,500,000,000 
of debt. In 1861 the indebtedness 
per head of tho population was only 
$4 7; on June 30, 1902, indebtedness 
of all kinds had accumulated to the 
extent of $191 per head. Cine-fourth 
of the public debt is estim ated to 
have been spent in works of an en¬ 
tirely unremunerative character. 

To add to the difficulties under 
which the Commonwealth of Aus¬ 
tralia has come into existence, a 
drought of unparalleled severity lias 
uffected the coimtry for over two 
years, causing a loss of tens of mil¬ 
lions of sheep und innumerable cattle 
and horses; and in the last season 
tho greater part of the wheat crop. 
At. the same time the Government is 
•embarrassed by tho impossibility of 
ruining loans in the London market, 
nnd by increasing numbers of unem¬ 
ployed in the largo cities. Much of 
t ho troublo is duo to tho neglect of 
Provincial Governments to inaugur¬ 
ate works on a large scale for water 
storage and Irrigation by means of 
wells. Tho development of sheep 
grazing took place along tho river 
courses, many of which in the pre¬ 
sent drought have entirely dried up, 
causing the total loss of the herds 
depending on them. There has been 
no systematic effort to promote 
afforestation in order to modify the 
•climate. 

It is possible that the experience 
of tho past two years may bring 
about a change of policy und (.system 
in the development of Australia, und 


curtailment of Turkey in 1877. 
it is now consigned to the diplo¬ 
matic dustbin. 

Tho only question of Interest that 
can now arise from it is as to what 
may happen should a British war¬ 
ship attempt to pass the Dard¬ 
anelles. It is to be noted that al¬ 
though the Russian request was for 
four torpedo-boat destroyers to pass 
up the straits, only two are known 
to have gono; the others will prob¬ 
ably follow in time. Their unarmed 
condition constitutes a precedent 
which Russia could, if so minded, 
oppose to the entry of one or more 
British warships with their arraa- 
mont on board. But tho other Eu¬ 
ropean Powers evidently regard tho 
matter as no longer their affair. 
Germany, for one, has said so offi¬ 
cially. 


TARIFF DISCUSSION. 

Free Traders and Protectionists 
Air Their Views. 

A despatch from Montreal says: 
The controversy on the tariff ques¬ 
tion started by one of the Montreal 
papers continues to excite much in¬ 
terest. Free traders, protectionists 
and rovenue tariff advocutos are all 
expressing their views. 

Mr. D. C. Barker, writing in ad¬ 
vocacy of free trade, says; ''It is 
impossible to name ail the evils aris¬ 
ing from hoavy Import duties. But 
fust I would call attention to the 
social injqry to any nation adopt¬ 
ing thorn. Tho money craze stifles 
sympathy, also encourages celibacy, 
tlie excessivo cost of living barring 
matrimony, and the monopolies, , so 
greatly increased of late, are actual¬ 
ly Justified by a portion of the press 
owing to tlie claim mude thut econo¬ 
my in production is socured by fewer 
hands being required. Experience of 
combines' practices proves that tho 
consumer does not receive the extra 
profits accruing. Big dividends are 
tho prime object, and multi-million¬ 
aires are tho result, as in tho Stand¬ 
ard Oil Company for instance; which 
we in Canada feel in over double 
prices for burning oil. Now to come 
to tho serious matter for Montreal as 
our chief port. Every encourage¬ 
ment should be given to ship owners 
to scud vessels here. I)o we give 
jit? suy emphatically “No!" 

Ships (steam and sail) cannot pro¬ 
cure commercial cargoes abroad suf- 
} fleient to make them thoroughly rit- 
jted for the frequent Atlantic storms, 
and having crossed that ocean many 
times ono asks other travelers to say 
whether there is ordinary comfort on 
board vessels half loaded with cargo, 
or in ballast? The producing in our 
Dominion of heavy goods, formerly 
made in Britain, has deprived vessels 
of carrying what used to trim them 
for the voyage, and the poor returns 
i from shipping lead to false econo¬ 
mies in not only gear, but in reduc¬ 
tion of seamen’s wages, and indirect¬ 
ly to the injury of tho Empire's 
navy. Tho item "lead" was a use- 
1 ful ballast; now it is proposed to 
corrode tho raw material of British 
Columbia, produced 3 000 miles off; 
and European lead cannot be got to 
help ocean traffic. To close a letter 
that might bo extended, one asks if 
we ore, as a people, to be oppressed 
further by n duty on rails—say of 

six dollars per ton, which, added to 
bounties paid, would mean railway i 
steel nnd iron to cost us twelve dol- , 
Jars a ton, more than at present, j 
tthey can be procured at? You, Mr. I 
Editor, and your large clientele cun 
Judge.

‘ ON THE FARM. 

MAKING WINTER BUTTER. 

Tho first stop is to provids the 
proper food for the. cows, writes 
Mrs. L. F. Hail. Almost any kind 
of cow will yield good butter if 
properly fed. Even beef cattle, like 
tlhe Herefords and Shorthorns, can 
be made to prbduce a large quantity 
of butter. It is a waste to have a 
cow and not make her produce to 
her utmost capacity. A half-starved 
cow will not produce much butter, 
and the little she will produce is of 
poor quaBty. 

GOOD CORN FEED. 

A cow must have food which is 
tilling, so when you thresh, always 
Kult at least one straw stack and 
let the cows have access to this at 
all limes. Do not salt your cows 
too heavily. Tho salted straw will 
be nearly enough. See that you have 
in your barn cellar a good store of 
beets or carrots. While these are 
not such great butter producers, 
they tend to keep tho cow healthy. 
A few should be fed each morning. 
But above all, if you want a good 
color to your butter, huve some 
kind of winter pasture. I should not 
try to make good butter without 
my smull field of rye, sown in the 
early fall and usod for pasture in 
the winter and spring, before grass 
coincs. It will pay for itself in the 
quality of tho butter, even if you do 
pasture too close to get a crop of 
rye. Your cow should also have free 
access to plenty of good drinking 
water. 

BE CLEANLY. 

In skimming tho milk, be very 
careful to take only creutn, as every 
drop of skiminiik in the churning 
makes it harder to break tho emul¬ 
sion and therefore lengthens tho 
churning period. It is well to gath¬ 
er the cream into a high Jar or can, 
so that the cream may be dipped 
into the churn, being careful to 
leave the whey and milk in the 
bottom. 

Your cream of course would be too 
thick to churn, so that water, not 
milk, must he added. Water which 
has been boiled and cooled is best, 
unless you have a Alter, as impure 
water would spoil the best butter. 
Sec that your cream is at a tempera¬ 
ture of 62J degrees before beginnin 
to churn, and if you have followed 
my directions carefully, your butter 
will come in 15 minutes in a barrel 
churn. 

WORKING THE BUTTER. 

As soon as the globules are the 
si/e of small marbles, draw off the 
buttermilk and wash in very cold 
water, Altered or boiled. When thor¬ 
oughly wjashed, dash from side to 
side until in one roll, then lift out 
and weigh. Add to the butter one 
ounce of salt for every pound of 
butter and also one teaspoonful of 
sugar to each pound. Do not work 
any longer Ilian is necessary to mix 
the salt and sugar. Set In a cool 
place from to 24 hours and then j 
work until nil water hns been re¬ 
moved. Tho butter should bo work- 
oil ns cold ns possible for the best 
results in extracting the water. Fack 
ut once in your butter jars. Do not 
use any other preservative than salt 
nn’d sugar. 

If you wish to keep butter, pack in : 
high, narrow stone Jars and set the j 
jars in a tray of lime water which j 
will ulmost. submerge them. Pour a j 
little limo water in the top of each 
jar nnd cover with a tight 6tono 
lid. Beforo using, tuko olT tho lime 
water and a very little of the but-

BEST THERE IS IN THE FARM 

' Few of us get the best there is In 
our farms. That is because we do 
not pul tho best there is in us into 
them. There isn’t much use in ex¬ 
pecting great tilings on the farm un¬ 
less we ure willing to plan, work 
and study how to get those great 
things. How shall wo go at it to 
do that ? 

In the first place, the soil must be 
in a good state of fertility. This 
means that we have carefully saved 
up every particle of barnyard manure j 
we have, and have, seconded this ef¬ 
fort by a judicious, use of commer- j 
cial fertilizer. It means, too, that I 
wo have not previously cropped the | 
land to death. Then wo will plow ] 
thoroughly. Not one man out of ten I 
in this country know how to plow; 
or if he does, he has not the grit | 
and the gumption to do it. Once | 
in a while we meet a farmer who 1 
insists that this part of the farm | 
work shall bo done thoroughly. He j 
is on the wayto success. It was an 
old Scotchman who sqid * "Ye din- I 
na ken how to plow in this country; ! 
ye on’y scruith nt the groon.” And 
that, is about what most of us far¬ 
mers do—we 

SCRATCH TIIE GROUND. 

And again, to get the best there is 
in our farms we must use the bar- j 
row more faithfully. The farmer has ' 
no hotter tool than a good harrow. | 
I say a “good” harrow because i 
hosts of farmers have not such a j 
thing as a first-class harrow on the j 
place. They are working away with 
the same old V-shaped "drag” their 1 
fathers used, or else buve picked up! 
at some sale a Worn-out thing not 
worth bringing home. No good 
work run he done with such a tool. 
Harrows of an up-to-date pattern are 
reasonable in price nowudavs. ami 
every farmer ought to have one or | 
more. 

Good, clean seed is u requisite. 1 
too. No use to sow seed*that will, 
not. grow or that is full of wewt- 
seod. '1’his may mean the purchase 
of a fanning-mill. to be used in re- 
(leaning seed. We may belter do this 
than to seed our farms down with : 
foul weeds. 

But. finally, we will fail after all , 
if we do not keep the weeds down ; 
in every crop that eou bo cultivat- j 
ed. This means steady work for a 
few weeks in the spring of tho year, 
until the potatoes have l>een hilled 
up and the corn is too large to 
admit of working a horse through 
it. But the end tells tho story. 

Other things being equal, the mam, 
who puts himself into his work as t 
have here described may rest as¬ 
sured of a good crop—the best the 
soil will produce. And that ought 
to make him happy.—E. L. Vincent.

The market at present is 
pretty well stocked with both meat 
and flour. Tho Manitoba flour is 
getting into the markets of all tho 
States, a quantity having been ship¬ 
ped to Perth, West Australia. Po¬ 
tatoes are selling at a high figure, 
warranting large shipments from 
British Columbia, but no space could 
be found on the steamers. At one 
time they were selling it at from 
S10 to $50 a ton. Mr. Lnrko says | 
ho has hopes of getting Manitoba i 
Lour into the Pacific islunds.
